BEDFORD, In4., Jan. 29.—The authori- 
tiles investigating the Schafer murder case 
intimate today they have a strong clew. 

“If the public knew what is in this let- 
ter Bedford would go wild,’ said Mayor 
Smith, holding up a square envelope ad- 
dressed to himself, in a plain, bold hand. 
The mayor would not say whether the let- 
ter was anonymous or not, nor would he 
give the least intimation as to the nature 
of its contents,

BEDFORD, Ind., Jan, 3.—To the, ques- 
tion, “Who murdered Sarah. C. Schafer, 
the beautiful young teacher of Latin in the 
Bedford High School?’ is added another, 
“Why was she murdered?’ 

The detectives today have adopted this 
theory in regard to the murderer: He 
was known to Miss Schafer, and probably 
unknown in Bedford; Miss Schafer had 
gome reason, not yet fully explained, for 
concealing the fact of her acquaintance 
with this man from her most intimate as- 
sociates. This is the fact that makes the 
establishing of his identity so difficult. 

The officers have information that 
Shows that while Miss Schafer was 
@ model of propriety in almost every ac- 
tion, she nevertheless was but a woman 
and was guilty of several little indiscre- 
tions, 

Just before Miss Schafer went to sup- 
per on the evening that she met her 
tragic death she wrote a letter to her

Agnes is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James McLaughlin of 613 Rutger street. 
Friday morning’ after Mr. McLaughlin had 
gone to the Four Courts for duty as a jury- 

man in Judge Taylor’s division of the crimi- 
nal court, Mrs. McLaughlin went on an er- 
rand to a nearby store. leaving Agnes and 
Jimmie, aged 5, in charge of 7-year-old 
Eddie, who was washing the dishes. 

“I stepped on a Snapping match as I put 
the dishes on the table,”’ said Eddie to the 
Post-Dispatch, “and when Agnes saw it 
snap,);she wanted it.

He had 
just carried Agnes to his home for care and 
‘put out the fire in the McLaughlin flat 
when Mrs. McLaughlin returned. 

The burns were so serious that the baby 
was sent to the City Hospital without de- 
lay.. The right side of her face was blis- 
tered, and it is feared she inhaled the 
flames. 

Eddie is inconsolable over his failure to 
put out the fire, but his blistered hands 
are testimony of the fight eiraade 40 Save 
his little sister.”

Four men in a small boat, late Thursday 
afternoon, forced their way through the 
treacherous ice gorge in the Missisipp!i at 
the Chain of Rocks, a eached the intake 
tower, 1800 feet from shore, with provisions 
for William Maas, keeper of the tower. 

Three previous attempts had failed—as 
veterans of the river had prophesied. 

The first time the boat was carried by the 
ice to a point two miles down stream, and 
the men, their clothing coated with ice, 
were forced to walk back _ to the pumping 
station. 

The second time the boat became jammed 
in the crunching ice, and for three hours 
it was all the crew could do to keep it 
from being smashed. They finally had to 
give up the struggle and push their way 
back to shore. 

The third time, Thursday morning, the 
boat was swamped, and Jack Bresnahan, 
one of the erew, almost drowned. His 
companions, after they had dragged him 
back into the boat. hurried with him to 
the boiler house at the pumping station to 
thaw him out. 

The fourth attempt was made in the 
middle of Thursday afternoon. There 
seemed even less chance of success than 
at any of the previous trials. There was 
more ice in the river, and the cakes 
knocked and ground together and piled 
upon each other, with a force that threat- 
ened destruction to anything that ven- 
tured among them.

|THE NEXT STEP WILL 


CERTAINLY BE WARLIKE 


Both Nations Are Mobilizing Troops, 
Russia Strengthening Her Forces 
on the Yalu, Preparing to Receive 
Blow Japan Is Expected to Deliver. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The Japanese minis- 
ter, Baron Hayashi, said today: 

“Russia’s reply to Japan’s last note has 
not been sent to Tokio, and has not yet 
been approved by the Czar. 

‘There are no means, therefore, of 
knowing the contents of the answer, and 
as to the probable tenor thereof I have 
no official information.” 

From other sources of information it is 
learned, however, that Ruesia’s draft of 
her replay has been communicated to M. 
Kurino, the Japanese minister at St. Pe- 
tersburg, who has transmitted the con- 
tents to Tokio, whence it will be conveyed 
to the friendly powers. 

The Russian reply refuses In uncompro- 
mising terms to permit the reinsertion in 
the draft of the treaty of the two words 
guaranteeing the integrity ahd independ- 
ence of China upon which Japan insisted 
in her last note. 

The clause proposed by Japan was that 
Russia and Japan should mutually agree- 
to respect the “integrity and independence 
of China and Korea.”’ 

Russia has now stricken out twice the 
words “China and” and it is understood 
that this will close the negotiations. 

It is probable that when. this note has 
been presented Japan will notify Baron de 
Rose. the Russian minister at Tokio, that 
she has no alternative but to take up 
arms in defense of her interests, and that 
M. Kurino will be instructed to demand his 
passports. 

PARIS, Jan. 29.—A Port Arthur corre- 
spondent announces the departure of the 
Ninth, Tenth and Eleventh Siberian Rifles 
for the Yalu river. The correspondent 
says that Vice-Almiral Alexieff is suffer- 
ing with influenza, but that he confers 
daily with his military chiefs. 


PORT ARTHUR, Jan. 29.—A telegram 
reported to have been sent by the Rus- 
sian military attache at Tokio, was re- 
ceived yesterday. It gave information of 
the mobilization of the Japanese army 
and had the effect of renewing preparations 
for the dispatch of troops already ordered 
to the north, but who had been detained 
on account. of the peaceful aspect of af- 
fairs. 

The authorities have invited the Russian 
women of Port Arthur to join the Red

Lake Michigan hase been at last frozen 


over, the cold spell of the last few days 
filling up the widely scattered spots of 
open water between the ice floes. In most 
winters, there is a wide stretch of open 
water in midiake. 

At many points along the west 
the ice its piled up solid until it 
from the bottom @ feet deep to an equal 
distance above the. water Iine. At the 
criba the ice is piled up until it is higher 
than the structures. 

The icebergs are of great size, and how 
they came to be formed is regarded as a 
mystery by winter navigators, as the thick- 
est chunks of ice they have seen are not 
over 18 or 3 inches through. 

It is considered by steamboat men that 
there is not half the danger in winter navi- 
gation with the lake frozen over as there 
ia when there are vast moving fields of 
ice to catch the steamers and crush them. 
In the past, a number of valuable steam- 
ers have been crushed by the floes and lost. 

The average température for December 
was 8 degrees below normal, and thus far 
in January it has been 4 degrees. This 
average has been exceeded but once. and 
that was during the winter of 1876.

“CAUSED BY BROKEN CHAIR 


Man’s Haste to Leave Balcony Occa- 
sions Alarms, Which Prevailed 
for Several Minutes. 


The breaking of a chair and the stumb- 
ling of a man hurriediy leaving Havlin’s 
Theater @uringzg the second act of “Why 
Women Sin’ Thursday night, and the fear 
of some other persons that the noise might 
be an informal fire alarm, gave rise to con- 
fusion that came near becoming a panic.

Miss Pearl Charlton Seward, leading lady 
of the ¢ompany, who was on the stage at 
the time, appealed to the audience to re- 
main seated, as there wus no danger. 

The alarm came from the balcony. Those 
seated in front say that a young man be- 
came ill and hurriedly left his seat on the 
front row and went to the rear and made 
some exclamation as he sought the door. 
A woman near by expressed audibly the 
hope that his alarm was not due to fire. 
Others heard her remark, and the thoughts 
of the lroquois horror became uppermost 
in their minds. 

Many persons in the balcony started for 
the exits and others not knowing what 
caused the alarm. but fearing there was 
cause for leaving hurriedly, followed. Sev- 
screamed, others fainted and 
the rush was on. 

The ushers and house employes, who had 
vainly tried. to stop the onrush, threw open 
the exits ahd stood at the doors. 

As the confusion spread to the gallery 
and the first floor and hundreds were ad- 
dedi to the crowd in the isles, Manager 
Garen appeared on the stage and ordered 
the audience to “sit down.’ Some obeyed. 
Others stood and watched the asbestos cur- 
tain lowered, and then, us the confusion 
fied out, Mr. Garen was able to make 
himself heard in a talk on the inadvisabil- 
ity of rushing from a theater in haste 
before there was reason for so doing. 

When the fire curttain was in place he 
talked as to its use and the protection 
afforded by and proved that it waa in 
ood working order by having it raised and 
owered several times.

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FREE BY COURT 


Minnesota State Tribunal Declares 
Indictment Against Minneapolis 
Mayor Was Faulty. 


ST. PAUL, Minn,, Jan. 29.—The S5Su- 
preme Court today quashed the indict- 
ment against former Mayor Ames of 
Minneapolis, and the entire court held 
that the indictment was good, but 
the evidence was faulty. Judges 
Start, Collins and Lewis concurred in the 
majority‘ opinion that the offense was 
not proven, while Judges Lovely and 
Brown disagree with that part of the 
opinion of the majority. Dr. Ames was 
charged and convicted in the District 
Court of Hennepin County of receiving 


money illegally as mayor of Minneapolis 
from women. 

He was indicted for that offense Feb. 
4, 1908. and after a trial of several 
weeks, during which much startling tes- 
timony was introduced, was found guilty 
May 7 and. sentenced to a term in prison 
of six years. An appeal was taken. to 
the Supfteme Court in December on the 
ground that the indictment was not 
properly drawn, in that it was omnibus 
in character, charging in fact more than 
one crime. This contention was  sys- 
tained by the Supreme Court today. Dr. 
Ames was mayor of Minneapolis fowr 
times. 

The majority opinion of the court, 
written by Justice Lewts and concurred 
in by Chief Justige Start and Justice Col- 
lings, was a surprise to the defense as 
well as to the state. The court says the 
indictment was valid and charged but 
one offense, but declares that the state 
did not prove the offense charged. 

In thelr dissenting opinion, Justices 
Brown and Lovely say: “It seems to us 
quite apparent that this indictment 
charged the defendant with soliciting a 
number of bribes or gifts from several 
distinct women. 

“To our minds the vital question is 
not the sufficiency of the evidence, but 
whether one of the plainest principles 
of the fundamental law upon which the 
rights of all citizens depend has been 
violated.”

VISITORS CAN COUNT RIBS 
AT ELECTRICITY EXHIBIT. 


How physicians and surgeons have 
learned in four years the successful ap- 
plication of electricity to almost every 
disease will,be illustrated in an elab- 
orate exhibit in the Electricity building 
at the World’s Fair devoted to electro- 
therapeutics. 

When the Paris Exposition opened the 
Xray was a new discovery, and electric- 
ity as a cure for many then incurable 
maladies had not been attempted. 


The St. Louls World's Fair will there- 
fore be the first to show electricity as 
a panacea. It will be exhibited in va- 
rious .uses, from that of the “beauty 
doctor” to that of the physician battling 
with cancer and consumption. 

Not merely the apparatus but also its 
operation will be shown. If the visitor 
is not satisfied with his face he may 
have it beautified on the spot, freckles, 
hairs and blotches being removed. He 
may also enjoy the novelty of an Xray 
snapshot showing the number of his 
ribs and the arrangement of his anat- 
omy. : 

Included in the exhibit will be ma- 
chines for the application of electricity 
for the cure of rheumatism, consump- 
tion. cancer and skin diseases. Electric 
currents and lights strong enough to 
destroy any part of the body it touches 
will be shown with the metal shields 
used by operators to prevent their own 
destruction. 

The Roentgen ray exhibit will contain 
remarkable rage ge age illustrating 
how the ray is used to locate injuries 
and to aid the surgeon. The method of 
photographing with the ray will be 
made clear by actual operation of the 
instruments. 

One of the latest inventions in the collec- 
tion will be that for ttaking Xray snap- 
shots of moving tissues of the body like 
the heart. or the thorax. The exposure in 
these is for from 1-8000 to 1-16,000 of a 
minute, an electrolytic interrupter being 
used. 

Other machines will show how Xray 
photographs taken at different angles en- 
able surgeons to locate foreign bodies in 
any part of the anatomy just as by meas- 
uring angles an astronomer locates a star. 

The use of the Xray in dentistry will 
also be shown, with photographs of teeth 
taken by dentists In making diagnoses. 

These’ exhibits are to be made by com- 
panies engaged in the manufacture of 
electrical instruments,

Monument, Costing $150,000, Will 
Bé Erected to Its Soldiers Who 
Participated in Siege. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—The State of Miinois 
soon will erect 4 monument in the National 
Military Park at Vicksburg, Miss., in honor 
of the 35.000 Illinois soldiers and sailors who 
partic'pated in the siege of that city from 
March 29 to July 4, 1863. 

The etructure, expected to cost $150,000, 
will be in the shape of a rotunda or cir- 
cular temple. It is to be constructed of 
white marble or granite, and ornamented 
with bronze. 

Bronze tablets 


on the exterior of the 
temple will have bas reliefs representing 
Richard Yates, the war governor of Ili- 
noise, presenting Ulysses 8. Grant his com- 
mission as colonel of the Twenty-first Lill- 
nois; the gunboats running the batteries at 
Vicksburg on the night of April 16, 1863, and 
the surrender of Vicksburg by Gen. Pem- 
berton. 

Around the exterior of the dome will be 


eigraved the sentiment from Lincoln's sec- 
ond inaugural, ‘With malice toward none, 
with charity for all,"’ and the last phrase in 
Gen. Grant's farewell order to the army, 
“Let usp have peace.’’ 

The circumference of the interior will 
bear panels of size and number sufficient to 
the names of all the Illinois sol- 
diers who took part in the siege.

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BLYDENBUAGH TELLS 
PLAUSIBLE ‘STORY

Testimony of Man on Trial Charged 
With Murdering His Wife 
With Poison. 


ELDORA, Ill, Jan. 29.—Eben 8S. Blyden- 
burgh, accused of murdering three wives, 
took the stand in his Own behalf today, 
answering the charges that he had pois- 
oned his third wife by administering ar 
senic in a meal cooked by himself. Bly rden- 
burgh told a straightforward story, COF- 
roborating the testimony of his daughter, 
Irene, who swore that dhe cooked the meal 
which the state says contained arsenic 
administered by the accused man. 


“I did not urge my wife to go to church 
on the day of her death,” said Blyden- 
burgh, in a calm voice. “On the contrary, 
she first suggested it and I gave my con- 
sent. Shortly after she left I took a bath 
and then lay down on the lounge to rest. 
My daughter, Irene, cooked t Sunday 
meal. The boy went to Sunday\school a 
little after 9 o'clock, returning at 11. He 
then went to church and return again 
about the same time that Mrs. Blyden- 
burgh camehom e. We all sat down to the 
meal together, Shortly afterwards Mrs. 
Blydenburgh complained of nauseating 
pains and vomited. 1 supposed it was 
merely her old complaint and did not treat 
the matter seriously until I saw that she 
was in a dangerous condition.’ 

Blydenburgh denied that he had ever pur- 
chased rou i on rats for any purpose other 
than that for which the poison/is sold. He 
told about his wife's ee complaint and 
stated that the family rsician pronounced 
it uraemia. He denie ‘ at they had ever 
had trouble other than family quarrels of 
little consequence.

It is admitted, however, that he has 
told a good story, thereby aiding his case 
very materially.

More than 115,000 wage 
earners have gone back to work in Penn- 
sylvania and the lake region within a fort- 
night. 

‘Extraordinarily easy money markets are 
not likely to continue much longer. 

‘Carly ratification of the Panama treaty 
would mean probable payments to Panama 
and the canal company shareholder. As 
it stands government depository banks 
might have to furnish $25,000,000 of the 
funds needed. Overhanging new capital is- 
sues will also tend to advance rates. 

“Officials interviewed insist that steel rail 
prices will not be cut, and point to the in- 
terest of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
through its steel mills, to keep the price 
up, and to light rails being $2 higher.

When the error was discovered 
it was corrected. 

“In our opinion, there is no question of 
fraud, no ground for any suggestion that 
$500,090 has been misapplied or misapprop- 
riated, or for a sugwestion that any inten- 
tional misreresentation was made by the 
company to the stock exchange. 

“The published balance Sheet of July 31 
1793, is a correct statement of the com- 
pany'’s position and its position since has 
not been-in any way detrimentally affected 
by the error which oveurred.’

NEW YORK, Jan. 2—The market 
Opened with life this morning, but. with 
prices again below the close of the pre- 
vious day. London, strange to say, came 
with advanced prices. even in the face of 
war news from the far Hast. The London- 
ers have buying orders here amounting to 
about 10,000 shares. 


By far the most important topic on the 
floor in the morning was the war scare, 
and from the information received the 
street was willing to think that peace was 
beyond the limit of possibilities. On this

The poor condition of the iron an el 
industries, as reported, the decreased ecayn- 
ings of the railroads and the ersistent at- 
tack on the Steel issues combined to give 
the bears good ammunition, ahd in the 
early trading they were not sparing in 
their use of it. 

The West turned seller of the general list 
while Pittsburg was a heavy trader in 
Steel stocks, selling liberally.
